But alert observers couldn’t 
miss that Bruce’s hands were 
sporting a glamorous candy- 
apple red nail polish!

Court watchers said Tsarnaev showed 
no emotion on April 8, when he was pro- 
nounced guilty on all 30 counts, including 
conspiracy and deadly use of a weapon 
of mass destruction. Seventeen of those 
counts are punishable by death. 

In a tirade sent to a website, his mother, 
Zubeidat, bashed Americans and prom- 
ised that the U.S. “will pay” for convicting 
her “innocent” son and killing his older 
brother, Tamerlan. 

According to a new book titled “The 
Brothers: The Road to an American Trag- 
edy,” Tamerlan was once recruited by the 
FBI as an informant. Author Masha Ges- 
sen claimed that before the bombings, 
Tamerlan went rogue and was involved in 
the drug-related murders of three friends. 

After the bombings, she added, the FBI 
delayed telling Boston authorities about 
Tamerlan because the agency wanted to 
find him first and kill him.

W E maintained a su- 
perficially happy 
relationship and 
hoped that by pre- 
tending there was 
nothing wrong, the problems 
would go away.” 

Shortly before her tragic 
death, Natalie Wood wrote 
those haunting words in her 
secret diary - a chilling 118- 
page document kept hidden 
away under lock and key until 
The National ENQUIRER ob- 
tained it exclusively. 

The pages are Natalie’s final 
testament from beyond the 
grave - a jour- 
nal filled with 
heart-wrench-

seething underneath!”

While the sordid scandal 
was hushed-up, Suzanne Fin- 
stad hinted at the incident in 
her 2002 book, “Natasha: The 
Biography of Natalie Wood.”

Natalie found “R.J. with a man

What’s 
wrong with me?” 
Natalie’s own 
writings reveal more about 
her loveless marriage than 
ever known before in the 34 
years since her mysterious 
death off the coast of Califor- 
nia - a case that remains an 
active police investigation. 

IN HER JOURNAL, Nata- 
lie divulged: “It was more 
than a final straw. It was real- 
ity crushing the fragile web 
of romantic fantasies with 
sledgehammer force.” 

For Natalie, those romantic 
fantasies began decades ear- 
lier. In a previous entry, she 
tenderly recalled the moment 
she fell for Robert. 

“I first met R.J. at age 10, he

Before divorcing Robert in 
1962, Natalie also wrote: “I 
tried for a while to escape the 
pain of reality.” 

The ENQUIRER has learned 
the desperate star turned to 
pills and booze, and jumped 
into a disastrous affair with 
Warren Beatty that led her 
to the brink of suicide several 
times.

Natalie eventually reunited 
with Robert, and the pair re- 
married in 1972.

SEIZURES IN DOGS 
Our dachshund had a seizure 
last night that seemed to last 
forever, but probably only 1 to 
2 minutes. This morning she 
seems fine. What do we do? 
Seizures are not uncommon 


in dogs. Causes include toxins 
[poison], head trauma, 
generalized diseases that 
disrupt normal body chemistry, 
and diseases of the brain. 

Epilepsy is the most likely 
cause of the seizure you 


observed. For now, you need 
to do nothing more than be a 
good observer. This could be 
the only seizure she ever has. 
More likely, subsequent seizures 
will occur at irregular intervals 
and will require therapy. 

Drugs [life-long] are usually 
successful at controlling 
epileptic seizures. Control may 
not be 100 percent, but our 
pets don’t have to drive a car or 
operate dangerous machinery.
